CREEL LIMIT 
ON GAME FISH 


Considerable amount of con- 
fusion has arisen among the an- 
glers of the State with refer- 
ence to the creel limit on game 
fish, according to Rex McRaney, 
Executive Director of the Game 
and Fish Commission. 

House Bill No. 394 passed at 
the recent session of the Legisla- 
ture permits anglers to take 50 
game fish of one kind in any 
day but not more than 75 of 
all kinds in one day. However,
